Officials 
Hear Talk 
On ‘Duties’ 


| By CHARLES P. BURGESS 


Mayor Ted Meriam of Chico 
spoke at the League of California 
Cities Conference last October on 
the duties and responsibilities of 
councilmen. 

Most councilmen are engaged in 
full time joks in private enterprise 
and find it difficult to spend the 
time necessary to be familiar with 
all of the details of the functioning 
cf city services. Councilmen are 
then apt to become too dependent 
upon recommendations of ad- 
ministraters and department heads, 
even as to matters cf policy. Meriam 
said there is a need for political 
leadership by our city councils to 


the 


formulate policies and win public 
acceptance cof them. 
Too eften, he felt, councilmen 


of the 
reople seek enly to find what the 
peeple are requesting and go 
along with that.

“The most important duty of a

community, without unnecessarily 
damaging the rights or interests of 
individuals. This leads us to the 


|Jebs is te find a satisfactory com- 
| promise of conflicting interests. 

To do this well, we need a great 
deal more information than we or- 
| dinarily have. Developing access 
to information, and to citizen opin- 
}ion, is a part of our political res- 
ponsibilities about which we have 
dene relatively little and concerning 
which we should do a great deal 
more. 

We heve eroush trouble with- 
out inviting it; so it is our tend- 
ency to wait for public opinion 
to come to us, rather than to seek 
it out. 


When we wait for public opinion 
to come to us voluntarily, the pub- 
lic opinion we get, as I have said, 
is simply an expression of the per- 
scenal interesst of individuals or 
small groups. 

it is too much to expect these 
personally interested individuals to 
take all cf the factors into account. 
as we must, to be willing to compro- 
mise their interests, as we must, in 
order to arrive at a reasonable so- 
hation:.” oS. 

“As elected officials, we are con- 
cerned properly and primarily with 
the formulation and determination 
of municipal policy and program.

| The old-fashioned Christmas 
tree is the Douglas fir. Its branch- 
es curve upwards and its needles 
are flat and short. I¢ is the cheap- 
est of the Christmas trees, but 
| one of the loveliest when you se- 
lect a good one, It drops its needles 
sconer than the others, sc take 
care in selecting cne that has been 
cut recently. 


The best test is to pick it up and 
gently shake it. If many needles fall, 
‘it is an old tree. 
| The weight of the tree will give 
‘you seme idea of how much Sap is 
| eft in the tree. The heavier, the 
| better. If the tree is newly cut, the 
| branches at the tips should bend, not 
(snap, if you pinch it with your fin- 
|gers. The shape of the Douglas fir 
‘varies greatly, and you should in-~- 
spect the tree from all sides. 

Remember that ornaments will
